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Charges laid in ‘rare’ bombing murder

Police calk'd the bombing murder of former Didsbury 
resident Vicky Shachtay “a rare event in Canada." 

“I’ve never seen, in my experience, this kind of crime," 
said RCMP Inspector Garrett Woolsey, operations officer 
with the serious crimes branch, of his 24 years in his line 
of work. 

Woolsey was speaking during a press conference May 
28 at the Innisfail RCMP Detachment on the six-month 
investigation that lead to the arrest of Innisfail resident 
Brian Malley on May 25. 

Malley is facing three charges: first-degree murder, 
causing an explosion likely to cause serious bodily harm, 
death or serious damage to property, and sending or deliv¬ 
ering to a person an explosive device. 

The 23-year-old disabled single mother of one was killed 
in her ground-level apartment on 51 Ave. in Innisfail Nov. 
25, 2011 after opening a package delivered outside of her 
house that was triggered to explode. 

Shachtay lived with her seven-year-old daughter, 
Destiny who was at school at the time of the explosion, as 
well as her live-in caregiver who was in an adjoining room 
when the package was opened. 

A vehicle collision in 2004 left Shachtay confined to a 
wheelchair. 

Police descended on 44 Avenue Close early Friday 
morning to collect evidence from the accused’s home. 

RCMP Superintendent Curtis Zablocki said the search 
resulted in the collection of the necessary evidence but 
would not give any information on the particulars, or the 
device used in the bombing, saying it’s now in the hands 
of the court . 

Malley appeared via closed-circuit television at Red 
Deer provincial court on the morning of May 28. He is 
being held at Red Deer Remand Centre. His lawyer, Bob 
Aloneissi, asked for the case to go over until July 9 in 
order to receive evidence from the Crown. Malley’s bail 
status will be spoken to at that time. 

Zablocki also commented on the rareness of the bomb¬ 
ing. 

“This crime was unlike any crime in Alberta and per¬ 
haps Canada.” 

He said the ongoing investigation was “difficult and 
meticulous” and included 70 investigators from various 
units such as forensic specialists from Edmonton and 
Ottawa, RCMP’s Post-Blast National Response Team, 
Explosive Disposal and Technology Section, Tech Crimes, 
Special Tactical Operations, Criminal Analysis Section, 
the Special “1” Surveillance Units and the local RCMP. 

“It’s incredibly satisfying,” said Woolsey of bringing the 
investigation to an arrest. He wouldn’t comment on an 
alleged motive but said Malley was entrusted with 
Shachtay’s financial affairs. 

Police confirmed Malley had worked as a municipal 
police officer “some 30 years ago” but would not say 
where. “His previous experience has no bearing,” said 
Woolsey of inquiries if Malley’s former training had any¬ 
thing to do with the case. 

Police are not currently seeking other suspects but 
asked if anyone has any more information on the crime to 
contact the RCMP. 

Midley’s next-door neighbour Arthur Hillson said he 
noticed “the place crawling with police” as early as 8 am. 
May 25. Portions of the close were blocked with multiple 
RCMP vehicles including RCMP Special Tactical opera¬ 
tions, a forensic response and a technical rescue trailer.

Family finds solace in arrest

said Shachtay’s father, with 
tears in his eyes. He noted 
that Malley was close to 
the family and the arrest is 
a relief. 

“If he wasn't a trusted 
member he wouldn’t have 
been able to do what he 
did,” he speculated. 

Shachtay, a 23-year-old 
single mother of one was 
killed in her ground-level 
apartment Nov. 25, 2011 
after opening a package 
delivered outside of her 
house that was triggered to 
explode. 

She was confined to a 
wheelchair as a result of 
injuries she sustained in a 
vehicle collision in 2004 for 
which she reportedly 
received an insurance set¬ 
tlement. 

While the family con¬ 
firmed Malley had been 


Sister Sarah Shachtay 
said she wasn’t surprised 
by the arrest because he 
handled her sister’s 
finances. She had met 
Malley a few times and said 
he “doesn’t seem like the 
type of man to do that.” 

She said her sister was 
loved and cared for, and 
there seems to be no other 
reason why someone 
would kill her. 

“She was a loving, caring 
mother and that's exactly 
how she should be remem¬ 
bered.” 

Pastor David Wiebe of 
Innisfail Alliance Church 
spoke on behalf of Vicky 
Shachtay’s stepfather Rick 
Bercier. 

“Rick said it was like a 
heavy cloud was lifted off 
his shoulders," he said of 
hearing the news. 


Vicky Shachtay’s father 
said it was “great news” to 
hear that a murder charge 
has been laid in the bomb¬ 
ing death of his daughter. 

Didsbury resident Victor 
Shachtay and his daughter 
Sarah Shachtay comment¬ 
ed on charges laid against 
Innisfail local Brian Malley 
which includes first-degree 
murder during a press con¬ 
ference at the Innisfail 
detachment May 28. Malley 
was arrested in Red Deer 
Friday morning and 
remains in custody.

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RV parking restrictions contemplated

Town council is looking 
to further restrict recre¬ 
ational vehicle (RV) park¬ 
ing in front yards through¬ 
out town. 

During last Tuesday’s 
regular council meeting, 
council directed adminis¬ 
tration to draft a bylaw 
setting out where RVs can 
be parked in front yards 
;md what type of surface 
they can be parked on. 

“We felt if you’re going to 
park them in there, then 
we don’t want a safety 
issue and an unsightly 
mess," said Mayor Brian 
Wittal of council’s decision 
to draft a new bylaw. 

Community peace offi¬ 
cer Derek Sutherland and 
Luana Smith, manager of 
legislative services, pre¬ 
sented council with three 
options after reviewing 
results of a public survey 
on the issue conducted 
between Feb. 29 and April 
16. 

“The parking study con¬ 
firmed something that we 
already knew: there are 
strong opinions on either 
side of the issue," adminis¬ 
tration said in its report to 
council. 

The majority of those 
surveyed thought that RV 
parking should be allowed 
on residential property, the 
report said. 

However, it also pointed 
out that there were “a good 
number” of people that felt 
RV parking on residential 
property should be con¬ 
trolled. 

About 26 per cent of peo¬ 
ple surveyed thought RV 
parking in a residential 
area detracts from the 
appearance of the area, the 
report stated. 

And about 20 per cent of 
people surveyed thought 
that RV parking should be 
controlled on driveways 
and gravel pads. 

However, the report 
noted, approximately 65 


per cent of survey respon¬ 
dents thought there should 
be a limit on the number of 
RVs parked on a residen¬ 
tial property and 77 per 
cent said that if an RV is 
parked in a front yard it 
should be parked on a 
driveway or pad. 

Based on the survey 
results, adminstration rec¬ 
ommended three options 
for council consideration. 

The first was to create a 
bylaw that restricts RV 
parking to hard surface 
pads only (pavement/grav¬ 
el/asphalt) with a restric¬ 
tion of two units allowed 
to be stored on the proper¬ 
ty for longer than a week. 

The second option was 
to leave the laws as they 
are and the third was to 
create a law restricting the 
parking of RVs on residen¬ 
tial property during certain 
times of the year, possibly 
with a restriction that the 
RV not protrude past the 
front of the house into the 
front yard. 

Administration told 
council the first recom¬ 
mendation to restrict RVs 
to hard surface pads only 
made the most sense. 

“It appeals to the 
majority of those surveyed 
and gives the municipal 


enforcement department 
the tools to deal with the 
more extreme cases that 
most people can agree 
are not acceptable,” 
administration said in their 
report. 

“It will be well received 
by most RV owners and 
the moderates in the 
against arguments.” 

However, the report also 
pointed out that the option 
will not be acceptable to 
those residents that do not 
want any RV parking on 
resident ial property - only 
the most restrictive bylaw 
would and that may not be 
seen as fair to the majority 
of residents. 

Wittal said council is 
looking into the issue 
because of complaints. 

“We had an issue with 
one resident parking an RV 
between two houses,” 
Wittal said, adding the 
complainant was con¬ 
cerned his view was 
obstructed. 

Many other people have 
also complained about 
their view being obstruct¬ 
ed, largely related to RVs 
parked in front or side 
yards. 

Comments on the survey 
captured this sentiment. 

“No front yard parking,” 


one survey respondent 
wrote. “All RVs should be 
parked in the back yard. 
Side yard parking should 
be illegal; they are too 
close to houses. RVs 
parked in the front yard 
are obstructive and detract 
from the residential looks 
and possibly devalue sur¬ 
rounding property. 

Others said front yard or 
side yard parking should 
be allowed with restric¬ 
tions. 

“Only if it Ls at the side of 
the house and as long as it 
isn’t interfering with a 
neighbour’s view. I don’t 
think you should be able to 
park six to eight units but 
two to three are OK espe¬ 
cially if in the backyard,” 
wrote another. 

There were also people 
who filled out the survey 
who were adamant that 
council shouldn't be telling 
private property owners 
what they can and cannot 
do on their land. 

“Mind your own busi¬ 
ness - my proj)erty is mine. 
I decide,” said one survey 
answer. 

Wittal said a draft bylaw 
could be ready for 
councillors’ perusal by the 
June committee of the 
whole meeting. 


Search and rescue, 
police kept busy with 
notorious campsite

The isolated Burnt Timber area notorious for May long 
weekend parties remained the targeted focus of Didsbury 
Search and Rescue as well as Didsbury police during the 
holiday weekend once again. 

Several arrests were made, drugs seized, overdoses 
attended to and general assistance provided to campers in 
the secluded area of the Ghost Forest Reserve west of 
Cremona. 

Search and rescue members had their base camp, 
including a first-aid tent, set up about seven kilometres 
from the Burnt Timber gas plant on the Thursday in prepa¬ 
ration for the onslaught of campers that has reached the 
thousands some years. 

“You get families out there but mostly what you see on 
the May long weekend is people in their 20s who start 
drinking and don’t stop," said Iorna Oltrop, director of 
training for the Didsbury and District Search and Rescue. 

Search and rescue members have set up camp in the 
area for at least the last 10 years, said Oltrop. 

Burnt Timber is a popular May long weekend destina¬ 
tion for Calgary-area high school students and youth, said 
Didsbury RCMP Staff Sgt. Jeff Jacobson. 

As many as five to six camps of .100 to 400 youth each 
have set up in the area to the west of the Burnt Timber gas 
plant. 

This year there was only one such camp with between 
75 and 100 people in it, said Jacobson. 

“Ultimately that was our biggest concern in the area was 
related to that camp there,” he said. 

During its four to six patrols of the area during the 
weekend, police made seven drug seizures, executed six 
outstanding warrants, issued five warnings for alcohol 
and traffic infractions and 16 tickets for a variety of other 
infractions. 

Jacobson said the group left their site in a “horrible” 
condition when they vacated the area Monday, leaving 
behind destroyed trees, garbage and even a couch that 
had been used as a bathroom. 

With no cellphone service in the largely Crown land 
holding, Didsbury Search and Rescue’s use of a ham radio 
made contact with police and ambulances much easier 
this year, said Oltrop. 

Communications have typically been constrained to 
about a kilometre radius but the ham radio was able to 
extend that reach to about 25 kilometres, she said. 

Even though the numbers of campers were “very, very 
very low” compared to previous years, Oltrop said mem¬ 
bers were still kept busy. 

Medical cases they dealt with included a dislocated 
shoulder, bums, and drug overdoses, she said. 

And there were cases where people refused further 
medical treatment, said Oltrop. 

A camper with a concussion turned down transporta¬ 
tion out of the area in an ambulance. 

The search and rescue association is not an enforce¬ 
ment agency and can only provide help to those that want 
it, she said. 

Other assistance was provided to campers including 
spare gas and calls for tow trucks.

Stoned drivers 
next on the hit list 

Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving (MADD) Canada has 
always been one of the coun¬ 
try’s top promoters of alco¬ 
hol-free motoring, encourag¬ 
ing anyone who partakes of 
alcoholic beverages to stay 
well away from the driver’s 
seat. 

By raising public awareness 
of the dangers of drunk driv ¬ 
ing, and encouraging lawmak¬ 
ers to take an ever harder line 
with offenders, MADD has 
certainly saved countless lives and prevented 
serious injuries in every province and territory in 
Canada. No doubt about it, the organization’s 
efforts have provided a great and worthy commu¬ 
nity service. 

Now, MADD has expanded its efforts to include 
pot smokers - encouraging people who use mari¬ 
juana to never drive after smoking, both for their 
own safety and for the safety of the public at 
large. 

“People think smoking pot is not as bad as alco¬ 
hol,” said Denise Dubyk, MADD’s national presi¬ 
dent. “They both impair individuals and the crash¬ 
es still happen. 

“We’re very concerned with the mixed messages 
in the public about marijuana and other popular 
drugs. Young drivers need to realize the dangers 
of drug impaired driving, just as this generation of 
drivers has understood the dangers of alcohol and 
driving.” 

While the message that alcohol impaired driving 
is wholly unacceptable has been spread far and 
wide for many years, the dangers of operating 
motor vehicles when stoned on pot are perhaps 
less widely known. And that’s something MADD 
wants to change. 

The British Medical Journal recently published 
the results of an extensive survey conducted into 
the dangers of pot use by motorists in Great 
Britain. 

The study found, among other things, that driv¬ 
ers who get behind the wheel up to three hours 
after smoking weed are twice as likely to get into 
motor vehicle collisions as those who drive pot-free. 

With hundreds and hundreds of drunk driving 
deaths caused by drunk drivers across Canada 
every year, government and police agencies 
should certainly be encouraged to continue mak¬ 
ing the war on drunk driving a top priority. 

With that said, the efforts of groups such as 
MADD to increase public awareness of the dan¬ 
gers of marijuana stoned driving will hopefully be 
all that is needed to make pot smokers do the 
right thing and stay away from the wheel. 

However, if these renewed public awareness 
efforts fail to ensure that the general public, 
including people living in West Central Alberta, 
aren’t exposed to the dangers of stoned drivers, 
then more drastic measures may yet be called for. 

Driving in this day and age is dangerous enough 
without having to worry about whether other 
drivers on the road are stoned on marijuana. So 
here’s the message - if you smoke up, don’t drive.

Oil prices a game of Snakes and Ladders

One of the classic board games of 
all time is Snakes and ladders. It’s 
great fun for the whole family 
because no one has any advantage 
over the other players; it’s complete¬ 
ly a game of chance. You roll the dice 
and hope for the best. 

Alberta finds itself in a perpetual 
game of Snakes and Ladders with 
commodity prices: we’re a price 
taker. What drives oil prices higher 
and lower depends on a complex 
series of international factors - the 
ladders and snakes - over which we 
have no control. 

Lately, it appears the snakes are 
gaining the upper hand. The price of 
the North American benchmark West 
Texas Intermediate trading on the 
New York Mercantile Exchange 
(NYMEX) closed last Wednesday at 
US$89.90 per barrel - the lowest 
price since October of last year. The 
price recovered a small amount on 
Thursday, but on Friday morning the 
price was still trading only slightly 
above 11S$90 per barrel. 

Alberta obviously has a lot at stake. 

The provincial government based 
its recent budget on oil prices averag¬ 
ing $99.25 per barrel. As well, some 
of the large oilsands producers - 
which are driving much of the invest¬ 
ment and activity in the province - 
have assumed prices will average 
above $100 per barrel. 

What’s behind the sagging oil 
price? The one big snake on the game 
board at the moment is Europe. 

With the ongoing government debt 
crisis going from bad to worse in 


countries like Greece, Spain, Italy 
and Portugal, the future of the entire 
Euro region is in question. Of partic¬ 
ular concern is the unresolved lead¬ 
ership question in Greece. 

In the next few weeks, Greeks will 
go back to the polls to elect a govern¬ 
ment - but it appears the likely win¬ 
ner of that election will pull Greece 
out of its austerity agreements with 
Germany. If that happens, Germany 
and other countries which have been 
bailing out Greece may decide the 
party is over. And if that happens, a 
Greek government default could be 
inevitable. 

This has placed a cloud of worry 
over the future of the global econo¬ 
my. European banks are exposed to a 
lot of that Greek, Spanish and Italian 
government debt. If there is to be a 
collapse of confidence in Europe’s 
banks, it would quickly spread into a 
general credit market crisis around 
the world - banks everywhere will be 
reluctant to lend lest they end up on 
the wrong end of deal gone bad. This 
seizure in credit markets is precisely 
what happened in 2008, except then 
it was the collapse of American 
banks. This year it could be Europe’s 
turn. 

That’s the worst-ease scenario. A 
mayor credit market crisis and anoth¬ 
er global recession are still unlikely, 
yet the probability of it happening 
has risen a bit this month. If the 
European and American economies 
are to slow down, drivers and indus¬ 
tries will be buying much less fuel. 
And in t urn, investors have bid down 
the price of crude oil. 

Another snake dragging down oil 
prices is China. This economic giant 


has been largely responsible for 
propping up the global economy late¬ 
ly, especially with its nearly insa¬ 
tiable appetite for commodities such 
as oil, base metals and agricultural 
products. However, signs of an eco¬ 
nomic slowdown in that country 
have added to the worries that the 
global economy may be slowing. If 
we lose China to an economic down¬ 
turn, all bets are off for commodity 
prices. 

There are still some ladders on the 
game board that could help move oil 
prices higher. 

Oil prices may be under the influ¬ 
ence of the snakes at the moment, 
but there is probably a limit to how 
far prices will fall. The cost to pro¬ 
ducers to extract the last barrel of oil 
coming out of the ground (what 
economists call the “marginal cost") 
is estimated to be around US$75/95 
per barrel. Producers start losing 
money if prices fall much below that 
so they start to limit production. 
That, in turn, adds some price sup¬ 
port. Barring a complete collapse to 
the global economy, it’s hard to imag¬ 
ine oil prices falling much below that 
$75 price floor for too long. 

Much hangs in the balance for 
Alberta. Another repeat of 2008 - 
which saw oil prices plunge to US$33 
per barrel momentarily - would jeop¬ 
ardize the provincial economy and 
wipe out the government’s hope to 
balance the budget. But the probabil¬ 
ity of that happening remains slim. 
But in the end, it’s a game of Snakes 
and Ladders.

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Funding cut for free public use computers

Alternative funding is 
being sought to support 
free public access to 
Internet-connected com¬ 
puters at the library now 
that the service’s nuyor 
funding source has been 
discontinued. 

Federal funding for the 
Community Access 

Program ended on March 
31, leaving Didsbury 
Municipal Library at a loss 
with how to replace the 
$2,000 to $0,000 in cash, 
goods, or services it 
received annually through 
the program. 

Government officials say 
CAP has sucessfully 
achieved its objectives. 
When started in 1997, CAP 
was a way to help commu¬ 


nities in rural and remote 
settings obtain affordable 
access to the Internet 
and the skills to use it 
effect ively. 

“It was to cross that 
digital divide. I think 
they're thinking they’ve 
crossed it, but they 
haven't," said library 
manager Inez Kosinski. 

The Didsbury Municipal 
Library intends to continue 
supporting what Kosinski 
calls a valuable service. 

“There are people who 
can’t afford a computer or 
the Internet connection," 
she said. “And for the rural 
community they don’t have 
access to high speed. It just 
doesn’t exist in some 
areas.” 

While 2011-2012 funding 
will still provide two 
replacement computers 


this year, Kosinski said 
she is looking to budget 
support for the computers 
for 2013. 

“If the CAP program is no 
more, we’ll be returning to 
the Friends (Friends of the 
Didsbury Library Society)," 
she said. 

It is this type of 
fiscal downloading that 
Didsbury’s municipal coun¬ 
cil is protesting, said Mayor 
Brian Wittal. 

Council voted during last 
Tuesday night’s regular 
meeting to send a letter to 
Wild Rose Member of 
Parliament Blake Richards 
outlining their concerns 
with the funding cut. 

“I think the intent is to 
express our displeasure in 
the cuts and continued 
offloading to taxpayers,” 
said Wit till. 

Filling the funding void 
will most likely fall upon 
the municipality to be paid 
for with current tax dollars 
or new tax dollars, he said. 

And restricting public 
access to computers will 
likely affect the people in 
the community who most 
need them and if that 
happens Wittal says it 
won’t help anyone. 

Kosinski described use 
of the Didsbury library’s 
eight public use computers 
as having levelled off, but 
still used regularly. 

The “invasion of the 
Smartphone" has dimin¬ 
ished the after-school rush 
on stations somewhat, she 
said. 


The majority of people 
using tlit* computers now 
include those conducting 
job searches, completing 
homework, or staying 
connected through social 
networking, said Kosinski. 

And that’s exactly what 
Evelyn Luoma was doing at 
one of the computers last 
week. 

As she checked her 
Facebook page, Luoma 


described the frequency of 
her use of the public access 
computers as “quite often.” 

Diane Jensen hadn't used 
the computers at the 
library until her home com¬ 
puter broke down. 

She was in the library last 
week with her daughter to 
access her pay stub which 
is available online. 

“When one fails there’s 
always another one 


somewhere,” she said. 

It may not even be that 
CAP computer users don’t 
have a home computer, 
said Kosinski. 

“People come in quite 
regularly to print boarding 
passes,” she said. 

Travellers are also CAP 
computer users, she said, 
with many stopping in to 
check emails or check in 
on business.

While Hillson doesn’t know much about his neigh¬ 
bours, which included the accused, he said they were 
always good to him. 

“Really, I think they keep to themselves very much. I 
don’t know their names but they shovelled my sidewalk 
all winter and they’re very nice to me,” Hillson said 
Friday before charges were announced. 

Tara Redmond said she lived next door to Malley for 
six years before she moved away and was contacted by 
the Province Monday after charges had been 
announced. 

She said the accused and his wife were quiet and kept 
to themselves. She said Malley works for Assante 
Wealth Management and she had money invested with 
him. 

“I was completely fricking shocked," she said of hear¬ 
ing the news. “It’s quite crazy, you never know your 
neighbours."

One of Didsbury's most iconic laiulmarks 
is slated for a facelift of sorts this year. 

Local artist Ruth Jepson has agreed to 
repaint the water tower later this summer 
to restore the original artwork she created 
nearly 15 years ago. 

It took Jepson about a week in June of 
195)8 to paint the 50-foot high golfer as a 
tribute of sorts to Alberta 55 Plus Summer 
Games the town was co-hosting with Olds 
in 1999. 

“You could see it from Highway 2 when it 
was first up," said Jepson. “Slowly it has 
been disappearing off the wall.” 

Town council and Jepson recently came 
to an agreement for the service, allowing 
Jepson to 1 login making plans. 

She is enlisting the help of her daughter 
Nancy Harrison and plans to paint in late 
August or September when the weather 
isn’t so hot that the paint dries too fast. 

Jepson said she will restore the painting 
to its original vibrance and will not 
alter the depiction of the golfer other than 
that. 

“I thought about that. You couldn’t 
possibly take a painting and then change it. 
It’s a piece of history," she said. 

The painted water tower has become 


somewhat iconic, said Mayor Bri;m Wittal. 

Easily recognizable because of its 
position on a bill, it certainly catches your 
eye, he said. 

“It’s the one thing people mention,” he 
said. 

The* repainting project has been under 
discussion for some time. 

“It’s getting to the point where it needs to 
be done, and of course being the origiiuil 
artist, (Jepson) would hate to see someone 
else redo her work," said Wittal. 

In 1998, Jepson pitched the mural idea to 
the municipal council of the day, intoning 
that the tower could be beautified some¬ 
how. 

“It was an absolutely revolting looking 
thing for the top of this hill - it was plain 
cement,” said Jepson. 

In keeping with the sporting theme of the 
impending Alberta seniors summer games, 
her original pitch included painting a golfer 
on one side and a tennis player on another. 

Not knowing “anything about golf,” 
Jepson researched golf stances and club 
swings to ensure the painting “looked just 
right.” 

And within a week of starting on the proj¬ 
ect, she had the golfer completed. 

Jepson says the painted water tower has 
lieen featured in everythng from out-of- 
province newspapers to fridge magnets.
